rience in former Wars, but in none fo clear- 
ly, as in the prefent; no fooner was the 
French beaten at the Battle of Jurin, and 
Moofieur Medgvi Ep yh Capitulate and 
to quit Zraly, to fave the Remainder of the 
French Lied but Naples, Milan, and all 
that belong’d to Spain, in Jealy, & few lite 
tle Places om tbe Conft of Tufcany excepted

be without So that the Summ of the 
whole Argument is this, take Jtaly fromthe 
Spanifh Monarchy, and take off thereby, the 
dependence the Grown of Spzin has upon 
France, and whoever you alott the Crown 
of Spain to, it fhall always be preferv’d in 
the Intereft of Exgiand and Holland, be- 
caufe it fhall always be dependent upon 
them for Prote@ion and Commerce: 

Iam not Arguing for King Pbilip’s ha- 
ving Spain, any more than King any-body $ 
tho’ I muft own, I think it far fafer for us, 
I am fure it is far fafer for the Protcftant

Did not the Confulate of 
Savil, or Chamber of Commerce Reprefenc 
to him the Cafe of their Trade, and oblige 
him to write to his Grandfather to witb- 
draw his Subjeéts out of the Spinifh Weft- 
Indies? And had they Peace, they- 
would cempel him, Philip, to force them 
out, Or they would pull him down from his 
Throne, or Twenty Kirgs after him; fo 
that I do own, | [do not make fuch a Bug- 
bear of King Philip’s having Spain as 1 did 
before, provided it be Spsin Divided from 
the /Jtalian and other Dominions. 

As to Commerce, as foon as ever they 
came alittle to be at Liberty from French 
Influence, Did they not Reprefent to King 
Philip the Necefity his Kingdom ftood in of 
the Englifh Trade, and procure a Liberty 
for Erglifb Ships to come ipto their Ports, 
and carry off their Wool ? For after-al she 
French foafts, France caunot take off their Oyt 
and Wine, &c. France knows not what todo 
with them, haviog too much of their own 5 
nor can they meddle with their Oranges, 
Lemons, Raifins, @c. which are good for 
nothing ia Frayce: Dothey know what to 
do at Caliz with the Indico, Cochinea], an@ 
Drugs of America, lf they cannot fend them 
toEngiand? Who willtake of 30000 Pipes of 
Canary Wiuea Year, if they are not allow’d 
to Trade with Englasd? All France would 
not drink a Hundred Pipesa Year, they 
have no Ufe ferit, "tis Phyfick to them 

How then is it poffible that Spain fhould. 
be givento French.intereft >——No, tho’ 
the King of Frauce (Heaven forbid it) were 
te pofflefs Spain, he muft keep them in the 
Intereft of the Confedera:es, or Ruin and 
deftroy their Country.
